EADING  in  the  News  Papers  an 


Advertisement  of  a  Book  to  be  Given 


JL  ^  Away  Gratis,  by  the  Author  of  the 
Anodyne  Necklace ,  Entituled 

Mrs.  Stephens’s  Ten  Cafes  of  Perfons 
who  took  her  Medicines  for  the  Stone  Con- 
fidered,  &c.  I  could  not  help  having  the 
Curiofity  to  fend  to  Temple-Bar  for  one  of 
thofe  Books  Advertifed,  to  be  fo  liberally 
Given  Away  ;  And  having  Read  it,  I  could 
not  help  wondering  why  that  Author’s  Five 
Guineas ,  which  he  fays,  he  fent  as  a  Con- 
tribution  towards  Making  known  for  a  Pub- 
lick  Good,  Mrs.  Stephens1  s  Medicines,  fhould 
be  Refufed,  and  Sent  to  him  back  again. 

This  has  made  me  examin  a  little  into  the 
Matter,  which  I  find  to,  be  as  Follows  : 
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On  Thurfday ,  April  the  27th  1738,  Five 
Guineas  were  fent  by  a  Man,  as  a  Contribu-r 
tion  to  the  above  Defign,  with  a  Letter, 
Importing  that  fince  a  Contribution  was  on 
Foot  to*  Raife  5000/.  for  the  Publifhing 
Mrs.  Stephens s  Medicines  for  the  Stone. 
That  Author  being  defirous  to  Contribute 
to  fo  good  a  Work  (as  the  making  known 
a  Remedy  for  DiJjolving  the  Stone  in  the 
Bladder  would  be)  He  fent  Five  Guineas 
lby  his  Servant  towards  it,  and  the  Letter 
was  fubfcribed,  from  Your  Humble  Servant, 
Anodyne  Necklace . 

Upon  Reading  the  Letter,  the  Five  Guineas 
it  feems  were  Refufed  to  be  Taken,  and  fo 
fent  Back  again,  at  which  the  Perfon  who 
fent  the  Mony  being  furprifed,  fent  them 
again  the  Next  Day  with  another  Letter, 
expreffing  a  wonder  that  his  Contribution 
fhould  be  fo  Refufed. 

in  this  Second  Letter,  (which  he  alfo  again 
Subicribed  from  Your  Humble  Servant  Ano¬ 
dyne  Necklace)  he  took  Notice,  that  he  could 
not  think  that  the  Name  of  Anodyne  Neck¬ 
lace  was  any  Objection  againft  taking  the 
Mony ;  and  therefore  took  occafion  from 
thence,  to  mention  that  Her  late  Majefty 
Queen  Carolina ,  was  gracioufly  pleafed  to 
have  fuch  an  Efteem  tor  thofe  Necklaces , 
as  to  have  had  them  for  her  Royal  Chil¬ 
dren,  who,  he  fays,  Cut  their  Teeth  extra- 
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prdnary  well  with  them,  togather  with  fome 
other  Inftances  of  the  Credit,  and  Reputation 
of  thole  Necklaces ,  to  ihew  that  the  Name  of 
them  jfhould  be  no  hindrance  to  their  taking 
the  Mony  ;  Giving  them  to  underftand,  that 
he  thought  that  if  Any  Sum  to  be  Raifed  by 
Voluntary  Contribution  be  but  made  up,  it 
matters  nothing  if  it  comes  with  a  Letter 
Subfcribed  from  even  the  Man  in  the  Moon . 

But  all  this,  upon  examination  into  the 
Matter,  I  find  would  not  do,  the  Five  Gui¬ 
neas  were  again,  this  fecond  Time  returned, 
and  fent  to  him  back  again.  This  I  find 
to  have  been  the  Cafe. 

One  would  almoft  think  by  This,  that 
Contributions  came  in  fo  Plentifully,  that  they 
Picked  and  Chufed  which  of  them  they  would 
^Receive.  But  it  has  been  obferved,  that  fince 
the  above-mentioned  Book  has  been  Given 
Away,  Monthly  Contributions  have  not  been 
fo  Regularly  Advertifed,  as  they  ufed  to  be. 
So  that  when  they  refufed  tho k  Five  Guineas , 

If  it  be  True,  that  the  Anodyne  Necklace 
is  fo  good  a  Thing  to  bring  out  All  Sorts 
of  Teeth ,  as  it  is  laid  to  be,  they  feem’d  to 
ftand  in  no  final!  need  of  One  of  them 
Themfelves,  becaufe,  when  they  refufed  thofe 
Five  Guineas ,  they  did  not  feem  to  have  had 
All  their  Eye  Teeth .  For,  had  they  taken 
thofe  Five  Guineas ,  his  very  probable,  that 
That  Book  would  never  have  been  Pub¬ 
lished  ; 
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liflied  ;  and  it  feems  full  as  probable,  that 
it’s  being  Fublifhed,  has  not  at  all  forwarded 
Mrs.  Stephens  s  Contributions. 

But  be  that  as  it  will,  If  Mrs.  Stephens's 
Medicines  are  Certain,  never  Failing, 
and  Infallible  for  Diflolving  the  STONE, 
they  ought  not  to  be  hindred  on  any  Account 
whatever,  but  rather  to  be  Purchafed,  tho’ 
it  was  even  for  20,000 /.  then  be  Loft. 

If  we  examin  into  the  Motive  for  not 
taking  the  Five  Guineas ,  it  may  be  not 
unreafonably  fuppofed  to  be  Fhts ,  That  if 
the  Five  Guineas  had  been  accepted  of,  they 
muft  be  Publifhed  along  with  the  other  Con¬ 
tributors  thus,  /  St 

Anodyne  Necklace  -  -  5  5  0 

Now  this  perhaps  might  be  imagin'd  a  means 
to  Publifh  that  Necklace ,  which  if  it  was  not 
thought  fit  to  be  done  in  that  Manner,  along 
with  the  reft  of  the  Contributors,  the  beft 
way  to  be  fure  to  avoid  it,  was  not  to  ac¬ 
cept  of  the  Mony  at  all. 
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Of  that  Cure  of  the  Stone,  with¬ 
out  taking  any  Medicine  Inwardly^ 
fo  much  Recommended  by  that 
Author . 

AS  to  that  way  of  Diffolving  the  Stone, 
tho’  ever  fo  Large,  either  in  the 
Bladder  or  Kidnies,  and  Infenfibly 
bringing  it  Away  by  a  Thick  Muddy 
Urine,  without  taking  any  Medicine  In¬ 
wardly  whatever,  which  the  Author  of  the 
Given  Away  Book  propofes  •>  Curioiity  having 
led  me  to  Enquire  a  little  into  That  Matter 
alfo,  and  What  fuccefs  that  Method  has 
had.  It  has  been  affured,  that  feveral  hav- 
ing  Tried  it,  have  found  fuch  Eafe  in 
making  Water,  and  fo  great  a  Relief  by  it, 
by  making  a  Thick  Muddy  Urine,  as  to  have 
given  them  great  hopes  of  a  Cure. 

This  fuccefs  has  excited  a  farther  Enquiry 
into  the  Nature  of  that  Method  of  Cure, 
which  to  before  if  it  does  but  fucceed  even 
only  in  Some  Perfons,  is  much  lefs  liable  to 
Objedlion,  than  any  Medicines  Taken  by  the 
Mouth,  are. 

It  being  certainly  molt  comfortable  News 
to  a  Perfon  miferably  Rack’d  with  the  Stone, 
that,  without  Taking  any  Medicines  Inwardly, 
they  may  mo  ft  fenftbly,  in  a  fmall  Diftance 
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of  Time,  find  an  apparent  Change  for  the 
better,  and  in  fome  more  Time  be  abfolutely 
Cured. 

As  to  the  Method  it  felf,  it  is  certain, 
according  to  all  Natural  Philofophy,  a  moil 
Reasonable  One,  Becaufe,  The  Urine  to 
to  be  employed  in  That  way  of  Cure,  be¬ 
ing  to  be  Chofe  Such,  as  the  Author  of  the 
Given  Away  Book,  exprefly  mentions,  as  has 
the  greateft  quantity  of  the  Saline  Particles  of 
the  Blood,  and  Vital,  and  Animal  Spirits  of 
Life,  in  it,  irtoft  certainly  cannot  fail  of 
having  a  particular  Influence  towards  the 
Diflblving  a  Stone  in  the  Bladder,  or  Kid- 
nies,  and  Bringing  it  Away  in  a  kind  of  a 
Muddy  Slimifh  Matter,  along  with  the  Per- 
fon’s  Urine,  in  fo  Eafy,  and  Infenfible  a  ' 
Manner,  that  the  Perfon  {hall  not  even  Feel 
it’s  coming  Away,  when  thofe  Vital  and 
Animal  Spirits  which  are  lock'd  up  in  fuch 
Urine,  are  but  fet  Free ,  in  fuch  a  Manner, 

*  as  to  Evaporate  Away,  upon  which,  Thofe 
Volatil  Vital  Spirits  immediately  return  Back* 
and  Re-enter  the  Body  from  whence  they 
came,  and  A£t  in  fuch  a  wonderful  Manner, 
by  Preying  Infenfibly  on  the  Stone  whether 
in  the  Bladder,  or  the  Kidnies,  thro'  their 
vaftly  fubtle,  and  infinuating  Magnetick,  or 
or  Sympathetic k  Quality,  call  it  which  you 
pleafe,  in  fuch  a  Manner,  that  a  Soft  Slimy 
Surface,  in  a  little  1  ime  furrounds  the  Stone ; 

which 
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which  thereupon  becomes  more,  and  more 
Spongy,  'till  at  laft  it  Crumbles,  Diffolves, 
and  Comes  Away  with  the  Urine,  not  in 
ragged  Bits,  fo  as  to  give  Pain  in  its  PafPige, 
but  the  Patient  by  Degrees  Voids  it  with  their 
Urine,  in  a  thickifh  Matter,  like  fo  much 
Frumety,  which  comes  Eafily  Away. 

This  therefore  being,  according  to  all  Natu¬ 
ral  Philofophy,  fo  Reasonable  a  method 
of  Adting  on  the  Stone  to  Diffoive,  and 
Bring  it  Away,  it  ought  to  be  Encouraged  ; 
and  that  Author  feems  intent  on  the  Common 
Good,  in  Delivering  the  Method  of  Cure  in 
that  Manner,  as,  in  his  Given  Away  Book, 
he  has  done. 

The  Trial  of  it  will  coft  Little,  and  gives 
no  manner  of  Pain,  or  Inconvenience  to  the 
Patient,  therefore,  who  would  not  but  Try  a 
Method  of  Cure  for  fo  Terrible  a  Diftemper 
as  the  Stone  is,  which  puts  neither  to  Pain, 
nor  Expence,  and  cannot  pofiibly  do  any  Harm 
in  any  Cafe,  where  by  chance  from  any  acci¬ 
dental  impediments,  it  may  not  altogether  fuc- 
ceed  fo  very  Juddenly  as  expedied  ? 

*Tis  prudence  therefore  to  make  a  Trial  of 
what  is  fo  very  Eafy,  Safe,  Innocent,  and  not 
Expenfive,  when  it  can  do  no  manner  of 
Harm,  but  has  a  great  deal  of  Reasonable 
Probability  on  its  fide  of  Succeeding,  and  doing 
Good. 
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Some  Impartial  Ohfervatioi2s  o  n 
Mrs .  Stephens’ s  Medicines  for  Dif~ 
f olving  the  STONE. 

Al  t  h  o’  fo  many  Pretences  have  been  to 
Methods  of  Diffolving  Stones,  in  the 
Bladder,  or  Kidnies,  and  fome  of  them 
fo  dangerous,  that  Phylicians  of  any  Charader 
feem  to  have  quite  left  off  enquiring  into  the 
Nature  of  them,  barely  contenting  themfelves 
with  Prefcribing  only  Pain-Eafmg,  and  Soft 
Smooth  Medicines,  where  Stones  in  the  Blad¬ 
der,  or  Kidnies,  have  been  fuppofed  too  Large 
to  come  away  by  the  Urinary  Paffage,  Or 
elfe  with  adviling  their  Patients  to  be  Cut, 
when  the  Stones  are  in  the  Bladder,  if  the  Age, 
Strength,  and  other  Circumftances  of  the  Pati¬ 
ent  made  it  proper  to  be  attempted. 

Yet  Diffolving  the  Stone  may  be  found  not  to 
be  impoffible,  by  reafon  that  the  adive  Princi¬ 
ples  difcover’d  in  Stones,  have  given  fome  hopes 
to  the  Enquirers  into  Nature,  that  a  Safe  Dif- 
folvent  may  at  length  be  Difcovered. 

And  as  in  this  Cafe,  there  are  fome  Mat¬ 
ters  of  Fad  at  leaft,  fo  they  may  juftly  claim 
a  fair  hearing,  efpecially  in  a  Cafe  of  fuch 
Importance,  as  the  Stone  is. 
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It  has  indeed  been  a  prevailing  Notion, 
that  Stones  in  the  Bladder,  or  Kidnies  can¬ 
not  be  Diftolved  by  any  Medicines,  except 
fuch  as  are  too  violently  Sharp,  and  Acri¬ 
monious  for  thofe  Parts. 

But  this  has  been  proved  to  be  a  Mis¬ 
take,  for  it  has  been  found  that  fome  Kinds 
of  even  Fair  Water  have  been  able  to  Diftblve 
feveral  Stones,  by  barely  fuffering  the  Stones 
to  lie  in  them,  in  a  Heat  equal  only  to  that 
of  Urine,  whilft  in  the  Bladder. 

The  Stones  which  have  been  made  ufe  of, 
in  this  Experiment,  were  fuch  as  had  been 
taken  out  of  Human  Bodies,  fome  by  being 
Cut  out  whilft  Living,  and  others  taken  out 
after  they  were  dead.  Some  of  thefe  Stones 
were  hard,  others  of  a  more  Soft  fubftance.' 
There  feems  then  to  be  in  Stones  themfelves 
fome  Principles,  which  have  a  great  Tenden-r 
to  Diflolution,  fince  this  Effect  is  produced 
in  them  by  mere  Fair  Water  only  of  fuch  a 
Heat  as  Urine  is  whilft  in  the  Bladder. 

And  therefore  poffitively  to  Affirm,  that 
only  a  {harp  Acrimonious  Medicine  is  abfo- 
lutely  neceftary  for  this  purpofe,  is  too  hafty 
an  After tion,  and  contrary  to  fome  late  Ex¬ 
periments. 

But  altho'  a  Conjlant ,  and  Perpetual  Run¬ 
ning  of  warm  Water  thro’  the  Urinary  Parts, 
might  Wafte  by  degrees,  any  Stones  lying  in 
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them,  yet  this  is  what  no  Art  can  ever  pro-* 
cure.  — —  The  great  Queftion  then  is,

Whether  URINE  can  he  fo  changed 
by  any  Medicines ,  as  to  dijfolve 
Stones  in  the  fame  manner  as 
Common  Water  has  been  fouttd  to

IN  order  to  determine  this  Difficulty,  3. 
certain  Perfon  had  a  mind  to  try  what 
Effedt  his  own  Urine  altered,  by  taking 
Mrs.  Stephens  s  Medicines,  would  have  upon 
fomes  Stones  taking  out  of  a  Human 
Bladder,  in  a  Heat,  equal  to  that  of  Urine 
when  in  the  Bladder,  and  he  found  that 
they  were  Diffolved  entirely  by  lying  in  it. 

Afterwards  this  Perfon  tried  the  Urine  of 
another  Perfon,  who  took  Mrs.  Stephens  s 
Medicines,  and  found  that  it  had  the  fame 
DifTolving  Power,  as  his  own  Urine  had. 

From  hence  it  is  not  unreafonable  to  think, 
that  thofe  who  can  have  Strength  enough  of 
Stomach,  for  no  frnall  Strength  is  required,  as 
well  as  Patience,  to  take,  and  Patience  to 
continue  on,  with  Mrs.  Stephens's  Medicines, 
have  a  Liquid  Running  thro*  their  Urinary 
PaTages,  which  is  a  Diffolvent  of  Stones, 
in  a  Heat  no  greater  than  that  of  thofe  Paflages. 

And 
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And  this  is  what  may  be  faid  in  favour  of 
Mrs.  Stephens's  Medicines,  above  many  other 
boafted  Remedies,  for  Diflolving  the  Stone. 

Of  the  Alterations  which  Mrs .  Stephens’.? 
Medicines  caufe  in  the  Urine ,  indi¬ 
cating  their  being  a  Dijfolvent  of 
the  STONE.

"IT  T  may  not  be  amifs  to  mention  now, 
§  what  Alterations  the  Urine  receives  from 
^  Mrs.  Stephens' s  Medicines,  in  order  to 
fliew  their  Faculty  of  Diflolving  the  Stone, 
and  which  from  experience  are  found  to  be 
as  follows : 

* 

Firfl:,  A  volatile  offenjive  Smell. 

Secondly,  A  Foul  and  Milky  Appearance , 
at  the  time  when  it  is  made . 

Thirdly,  A  White  Settling,  which  when 
fallen ,  the  Urine  remains  clear. 

And  laftly ;  An  Alkaline  Quality,  as  ap¬ 
pears  by  fome  Chymical  Trials  made  on  it. 

.Now  it  is  not  at  all  improbable,  that  Urine 
with  thefe  Qualities,  ihould  firft  loofe  its 

Cementing 
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Cementing  Power,  and  then  render  the  Stones 
which  lie  in  it  Rotten  by  degrees. 

For  it  is  known  from  Experience,  that 
even  common  Urine  when  it  Putrefies,  will 
diffolve  its  own  Gravel,  juft  as  Wines  in 
Corrupting,  will  diffolve  their  own  Tartar.^ 

But  what  is  moft  in  favour  of  her  Medi¬ 
cines,  is,  that  Several  Perfons  who  have  had 
the  Symptoms  of  Stones  in  the  Bladder,  and 
Kidnies,  and  has  taken  them,  have  Voided 
much  Grit,  with  feveral  Scales,  and  Pieces 
of  Stones, 

It  fometimes  happens  indeed  that  fome  Per¬ 
fons  who  have  the  Stone,  void  Pieces  without 
taking  any  Medicines  at  all,  hut  thefe  Pieces 
are  generally  few  in  Number,  very  hard 
when  Voided,  and  the  Perfons  themfelves 
continue  to  have  ftill  the  fame  Complaints, 
becaufe  the  main  Body  of  the  Stone  ftill  re¬ 
mains,  whereas  fome  Perfons  who  have  taken 
Mrs.  Stephens  s  Medicines,  in  a  fuppofition  that 
they  realy  had  the  Stone,  have  voided  either 
Grit,  or  Scales,  or  fome  Fragments  of  Stones 
and  have  continued  fo  to  do,  and  have  had 
Eafe. 

This  has  been  the  Effedf,  of  her  Medicines, 
and  if  at  any  Time  they  have  failed  of  hav¬ 
ing  this  Effed-,  it  has  been,  as  it  happens  of¬ 
tentimes  to  the  moft  Specifick  Medicines  in 
Phyfick  for  other  Diftempers,  thro’  the  Irre¬ 
gularity,  or  particular  Conftitution  of  th§ 

Patient, 
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Patient,  and  always  require  a  different  Dofe, 
a  Different  time  for  having  their  Effects,  or 
fbme  other  peculiar  Circumflance,  according 
to  the  Nature  of  the  Cafe. 

Let  therefore  but  thefe  common  equitable 
allowances  be  granted  to  Mrs.  Stephens  s  Me¬ 
dicines,  and  the  Cafes  of  thofe  Perfons  who 
have  taken  them,  will  prove  their  Diffolving 
Power  as  flrongly,  as  the  virtues  of  any  other 
Medicines,  for  any  other  Diflempers  can  be 
proved,  by  Perfons  who  take  them  with  equal 
Advantages,  and  Difadvantages, 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  Mrs.  Stephens  s 
Medicines  fhould  Cure  Every  One  who  takes 
them,  this  would  be  unreafonable :  Some 
cannot  take  them  regularly,  Some  are  negli¬ 
gent,  and  fome  have  their  Kidnies  in  a  great 
meafure  deftroyed,  or  labour  under  fome  def- 
perate  (nay  perhaps  Incurable)  Diflempers  of 
another  kind. 

And  befides  thefe  Circumflance,  fome  Stones 
may  perhaps  be  of  a  Flinty  kind  (as  Stones 
in  the  Bladder  fome  times  are)  and  *  fo  too 
Hard  to  be  affedted  by  them.  But  in  a  fup- 
pofition  that  they  will  but  really,  truly,  and 
Infallibly  Dissolve,  only  the  greatefl  part 
at  leafl  of  Stones  in  the  Bladder,  and  Kid¬ 
nies,  they  are  well  worthy  of  Encouragement 
tho’  they  were  riot  to  be  purchafed  but  by 
a  far  greater  Sum  than  is  fet  upon  them, 

and 
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and  the  Evidence  for  this,  Mrs.  Stephens's 
Medicines,  has  indeed  not  been  a  little. 

So  that  to  fpeak  the  truth,  any  Medicine 
that  has  at  any  time  realy,  and  truely  difibl- 
ved  the  greateft  part  of  Stones  in  the  Blad¬ 
der,  or  Kidnies,  need  never  to  have  given 
better  proofs  of  it,  in  equally  the  fame  num¬ 
ber  of  Trials,  than  (to  give  Mrs.  Sihephens* s 
Medicines  their  juft  due)  they  have  done; 

For  indeed  nothing  at  all  more  could  be 
expected  from  fuch  a  Medicine,  but  only 
that  Scales,  and  broken  pieces  of  Stones,  of 
various  fhapes,  and  ftzes,  fliould  be  voided 
after  taking  it,  and  in  fo  foft,  or  rotten  a  Shape* 
as  to  ftiew  plain  Marks  of  the  Stones  being 
DifFolved. 

And  this  has  been  the  general  Cafe  in  Mrs. 
Stephens's  Medicines,  I  fay  General '  becaufe 
where  they  have  by  chance  failed  of  having 
this  Effect,  the  Anfwer  ought  in  juft  ice  to 
Mrs.  Stephens ,  to  be  the  old  Axiom  that 
there  is  no  general  Rule  without  an  Exception , 

The  Scales,  and  pieces  of  Stones  which  have 
been  Voided  after  taking  Mrs.  Stehens's  Medi¬ 
cines,  have  been  of  ftzes  capable  of  pafling 
thro’  the  Urinary  Paflage,  and  for  the  raoft 
part  fbft,  or  at  leaft  fo  rotten,  as  to  Crumble 
very  Eafily,  and  in  all  Appearances  anfwer 
the  Experiments  made  upon  the  Urines  of  the 
Two  perfons  abovementioned. 

And  what  adds  force  to  this,  is  the  Cafe 
of  a  certain  Gentleman,  who  after  examina¬ 
tion 
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ton  was  found  to  have  a  large  Stone  in  his 
Bladder,  He  took  her  Medicines  and  voided 
many  Scales,  and  pieces  of  Stones,  and  grew 
free  from  all  his  Complaints,  tho’  he  was  dri¬ 
ven  over  the  Stones  in  a  Hackney  Coach  very 
fail,  which  before,  he  could  not  have  born. 

And  there  have  been  alfo  fome  others,  who, 
having  been  found  by  the  Examination  of  fkil- 
ful  Surgeons,  to  have  had  Stones  in  their  Bladder, 
having  taken  her  Medicines,  have  voided  pie¬ 
ces  of  Stones,  and  were  expeCted  to  be  in  area- 
fonable  time  well. 

This  in  general  is  the  Evidence  for  the  dif- 
folving  Power  of  thefe  Medicines,  which  feems 
to  be  enough,  to  promote  a  Defire  of  their 
Publication. 

of  the  ObjeSiions  that  are  againft 
Mrs,  Stephens’s  Medicines . 

THE  Chief  Objections  againft  thefe 
Medicines  are,  that  they  are  very 
Naufeous  to  take,  a  vaft  Quantity  of 
them  miift  be  taken,  and  they  muft  be  con¬ 
tinued  for  a  confiderable  Time. 

That  they  are  extravagantly  Naufeous  is 
moft  certain,  and  which  is  fo  great  an  Ob¬ 
jection,  that  it  is  very  much  to  be  fear'd,  that 
if  ever  they  are  made  Publick,  but  few 
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Perfons  will  ever  take  them,  becaufe  there  are 
very  few  Patients  under  fo  cruet  a  Diftem- 
per,  as  ..Perfons  afflicted  with  the  Stone,  are, 
whofe  Stomachs  can  bear  fuch  very  Naufeous 
Medicines,  as  Mrs.  Stephens' s  are. 

This  has  been  the  reafon,  that  fo  many  who 
have  taken  her  Medicines,  have  fo  much 
Complained  of,  the  lofs  of  their  Appetite, 
Vomitings,  &c.  by  their  Taking  thofe  very 
Naufeous  Things. 

But  be  this  as  it  will,  all  Phyfick  is  fup- 
pofed  to  be  more  or  lefs  Naufeous,  and  let 
a  Medicine  be  never  fo  hard  to  take,  it  is 
ftill  far  preferable,  to  either  the  inexpreffible 
Torture  of  the  Stone,  or  their  being  Cut 
for  it.

S  of  an  Honourable  Perfon  who  had  been 
1  very  much  afflicted  with  the  Stone,  and 
A  Gravel,  and  having  by  the  beft  means  they 
could,  endeavoured  to  get  Relief,  at  length  in 
the  utmoft  of  his  extremity,  was  Recom¬ 
mended  to  Mrs.  Stephens .

This  Gentleman  had  the  ufual  Symptoms

THESE  Ten  Cafes  are  without 
doubt  fufficient  to  engage  the  Atten¬ 
tion  of  all  wcll-wifhers  to  Mankind, 
and  give  all  poffible  grounds  for  a  ftrong  pre- 
fumption  of  at  leaf!:  Some  Stone  Diffolving 
Property  in  Mrs.  Stephens's  Medicines,  even 
where  the  Benefit  received  by  them,  may  not 
have  been  altogether  fo  great  as  might  have 
been  wifhed,  yet  neverthelefs  attended  with 
all  the  probable  circumftances  of  the  gradual 
Wa filing,  and  Crumbling  of  Stones,  by  Perfons 
taking  thefe  Medicines.

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Buying  Gold  at  too  dear  a  Rate,  which  no 
one  will  difpute  but  may  be  done. 

If  Medicines,  tho’  never  fa  Naufeous,  w6uld 
Cure  in  any  tolerable  Time,  any  Perfon  would 
ftrive  hard  but  they  would  take  them :  But 
when  a  Perfon  fets  upon  a  Courfe  of  very 
Naufeous  Medicines,  and  knowing  beforehand 
that  they  muft  regularly  take  them  3  or  4 
times  every.  Day,  for  more  or  lefs  about  the 
Space  of  a  Year,  this  doubtlefs  damps  their 
Courage  very  much. 

This  puts  in  mind  of  a  Paffage  which 
an  Elderly  Gentleman,  One  Mr.  Serjeant  by 
Name,  (and  of  fuch  Reputation,  and  Probity, 
that  takes  off  any  Doubt  of  the  Truth  of  the 
Fa he  Afferted  to  be  really  True,  and 
which  he  Related  exactly  as  follows: 

He  being  one  Day  invited  by  the  Famous 
Sir  Kenelm  Dig  by  to  dine  with  him,  During 
the  Time  of  Dinner  a  Gentleman  at  Table 
began  on  a  fudden  to  make  wry  Faces,  and 
feem’d  to  be  in  a  great  deal  of  Pain.  Sir 
Kenelm  prefs’d  the  Gentleman  to  tell  what  was 
the  Matter,  who  anfwer’d,  that  he  was  forry 
thus  to  incommode  the  Company,  but  it  was 
a  certain  Indifpofition,  which  at  times  came 
upon  him  by  Fits,  but  he  hop’d  wo'u’d  foon  be 
fo  over,  as  not  to  diit  urb  the  Company.  Upon 
which  Anfwer,  Dinner  went  on. 

After  Dinner  Sir  Kenelm  took  the  Gen¬ 
tleman  into  his  Clofet,  and  urged  him  to 

E  2  .  tell 
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tell  what  fo  fuddenly  ailed  him  at  Table, 
Perhaps  ( faid  Sir  Kernin')  I  may  do  you  fome 
good.  To  Which  the  Gentleman  Replied,  Sir, 
If  then  I  muft  tell  you  the  Truth,  Surgeons  tell 
me  that  I  have  a  Stone  in  my  Bladderj  as  big 
as  a  large  Hen  Egg,  and  This  his,  which  at 
Times  puts  me  into  fuch  fudden  Fits  of  very, 
great  Pain,  as  it  did  then  at  Table, 

Sir  Kenehn  told  him  that  he  knew  a  Lady 
who  had  a  pardcular  Remedy  for  Diffolving, 
and  bringng  away  the  Stone,  and  he  would 
Recommend  him  to  her,  which  he  according¬ 
ly  Did. 

The  Lady  gave  him  but  three  Dofes  of  her 
Medicin  ,  to  take  at  certain  Intervals  of  time. 

The  Fkft  Dofe  put  the  Gentleman  to  very 
great  Pain,  and  made  him  make  Thickifh 
Urine,  after  which  he  refled  a  while.  The  next 
Dofe  did  the  fame,  but  his  Urine  came  away 
almofl  like  a  Kind  of  thickifh  Milk.  He  refted 
a  while  again,  and  then  the  Third  and  laft 
Dofe  brought  the  Stone  away  like  fo  much 
Frumety,  and  the  Gentleman  never  had  the 
Stone  after. 

But  this  Great  fecret  Unhappily  Died  with 
the  Old  Crofs  Peevifh  Lady.  This  Mr.  Serjeant 
afferted  to  be,  to  his  own  Knowledge,  True. 

Now  whether  this  was  an  Old  Womans 
Receipt,  or  a  Young  ones,  it  matters  no¬ 
thing,  Certainly  it  would  not  have  been  pur- 
chafed  too  Dear,  tho’  at  the  expence  of  even 
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ioo,OQO I.  But  the  Crofs  Old  Lady  would 
never  tell  it  to  Any  One. 

And  was  Mrs.  Stephens's  Medicines  but  any 
thing  like  this,  ’tis  certain  that  no  value  too 
great  could  be  fet  upon  them. 

Some  Experiments  which  have  been 
made ,  in  order  to  D  if  cover ,  and 
find  out  Mrs .  Stephens’.**  Medi¬ 
cines. 

From  whence  appear  fiome  Bady 
as  well  as  good  EffeBsy  which  thefie 
Medicines  are  liable  to  Caufie .  > 

TH  E  Medicines,  which  Mrs.  Stephens 
gives  for  DifTolving  the  Stone,  confift 
of  about  a  Dram  of  a  Greyidi  Pow¬ 
der,  and  a  very  Naufeous  half  Pint  Draught 
to  take,  Both  of  them  to  be  taken  Three 
times  every  Day  for  the  Space  of  at  lead:  6 
or  7  Months,  before  much  Eafe,  or  Benefit 
is  to  be  expected  from  them. 

And  after  that,  to  be  continued  on  for  at 
lead:  Fifteen,  or  Twenty  Months  before  the 
expected  DiiTolution  of  the  Stone  can  be  ef¬ 
fected.  And  in  many  Cafes,  the  Medicines 
are  fo  very  hard,  and  Naufeous  to  take,  that 
She  is  obliged  to  permit  them  to  be  followed 

with 
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with  a  large  Glafs  of  Some  Spirituous  Liquors,  to 
keep  the  Stomach  from  flinging  them  up 
again. 

Now  to  find  out  this  Powder,  if  you  expofe 
fome  Quick  Lime  in  the  Air,  until  it  becomes 
flak'd  by  the  humidity  of  the  Air,  and  a  little 
Powder  of  Charcoal  be  mixed  with  it,  to  give 
it  by  way  of  Difguife,  a  greyifh  colour,  it  will 
make  exactly  the  fame  Powder  as  Mrs  Ste¬ 
phens's  is. 

The  Draught  is  made  by  Boiling  fome  Bur¬ 
dock,  Parfly,  and  Leaves  of  Chamomile,  of 
each  a  fmall  handful,  in  Three  Pints  of  fair 
Water  to  a  Quart.  Then  Pour  off  the  Clear 
Liquor  from  the  Herbs,  and  Diffolve  in  it  a 
Quarter  of  a  Pound  of  Hard  Caftile  Soap 
fcraped  thin,  this  will  make  a  Drink  in  every 
refpect  like  her’s. 

The  Directions  Mrs.  Stephens  gave  to  the 
Perfon  who  went  to  her  for  fome  of  her  Medi¬ 
cines,  was  to  diffolve  fome  little  Balls  which  fhe 
gave  them,  in  a  Liquor  fhe  alfo  gave,  and 
which  Balls  weighed  Each  a  Quarter  of  a 
Pound,  and  which  without  any  difficulty  fhe 
own'd  were  made  of  Soap. 

As  to  her  Powder  which  fhe  gave  to  the 
Perfon  at  the  fame  time,  fhe  faid  that  it 
would  retain  its  Efficacy  but  a  few  Days 
unlefs  it  was  kept  in  a  Bottle  very  clofe 
Stopt. 
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This  Perfon  went  home  with  the  Medicines, 
and  having  heard  her  fpeak  thus  of  her  Powder 
Tafted  it,  and  by  its  Pungency  on  the  Tongue 
it  appeared  to  be  a  weak  Quick  Lime,  And 
to  know  whether  it  was  fo  or  no,  fome  of 
the  Powder  was  mixed  with  a  Bit  of  one  of 
the  Balls,  which  Mixture  being  laid  on  die 
Back  of  the  hand,  foon,  by  excoriating  the  {kin, 
was  a  convincing  proof  that  the  above  fuppofi- 
tion  was  right,  becaufe  Quick  Lime  mixed  with 
Soap,  every  Phyfician  knows  will  make  a  gen¬ 
tle  Cauftick,  and  raife  a  kind  of  Blifter. 

And  in  order  to  prepare  the  Powder,  fcveral 
peeces  of  quick  Lime  were  laid  in  a  Window 
where  the  Sun  could  not  come  at  it,  and  by  the 
Dampnefs  of  the  Air,  in  a  few  Days  it  Yell  into 
Powder,  which  when  compared  with  Mrs* 
Stephens  s,  appeared  to  be  fomething  more  pun¬ 
gent  on  the  Tongue,  than  hers,  therefore  the 
Quick  Lime  was  left  in  the  Window  2  Days 
longer  after  which  time,  it  was  not  pofiible  by 
the  Taft,  to  diftinguifh  the  Two  powders  from 
each  other. 

Then,  the  giving  it  a  greyiili  Colour,  by 
putting  to  it  a  little  fine  Powder’d  Charcoal, 
was  fo  exa&ly  done  that  it  was  not  poffible 
by  Sight,  or  Tafte,  to  perceive  any  the  leaftDif- 
ference  between  her  Powder,  and  this. 

Now  altho’  there  is  the  Strongeft  prefump- 
tion,  that  thefe  are  Mrs.  Stephens  s  Medicines, 
vet  they  are  not  proper  for  many  Confutations, 

Of 
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Of  above  20  of  Mrs.  Stephens's  Patients, 
who  took  her  Medicines  many  Months  toge¬ 
ther  every  Day  regularly,  out  of  them  not 
above  Two  or  Three  pretend  to  have  received 
any/  real  benefit.  Some  of  them  Died  after 
taking  them,  Others  were  put  into  fuch  Tor¬ 
turing  Pains  that  they  could  have  no  reft  with¬ 
out  taking  large  Quantities  of  Opiates. 

Nay  to  one  of  them  Mrs.  Stephens  was 
obliged  to  order  large  Dofes  of  Laudanum,  be¬ 
fore  any  Reft  could  be  obtained. 

Some  others  of  her  Patients  were  brought 
almoft  to  Death’s  door,  by  the  Bloody 
Urine  the  Medicines  caufed  them  fo  often 
to  make,  and  the  Violent  Vomitings  they 
flung  them  into.  And  indeed  it  has  been 
found  that  very  few  Stomachs  can  poflibly  bear 
them  without  being  fo  Pall’d,  as  to  be  almoft 
quite  fpoilt  by  them. 

Some  others  of  her  Patients,  after  many 
Months  ufe  of  her  Medicines,  were  obliged 
after  all,  to  undergo  the  terrible  Operation  of 
Cutting,  and  had  Large  Stones  taken  from 
them. 

And  Another  of  her  Patients  after  taking  the 
Medicines  a  Year,  and  a  Quarter,  without 
receiving  the  leaft  benefit,  but  on  the  Contrary 
with  no  fmall  Injury  to  his  health  in  general 
otherwife,  was  refolved  in  a  little  time  to  be 
Cut. 
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Two  other  Perfons  thought  themfelves,  after 
having  taken  her  Medicines,  One  of  them 
Nine  Months,  the  other  Eleven  Months,  per¬ 
fectly  Cured,  but  fince  have  had  as  Long,  and 
as  Violent  Fits  of  the  Stone,  as  ever  they  had. 

Other  Perfons  who  having  taken  her  Medi¬ 
cines  for  many  Months*  declare  they  have  re¬ 
ceived  no  benefit  at  all,  Tho’  not  any  of  them 
took  the  Medicines  for  lefs  than  Seven 
Months,  and  one  for  more  than  Fifteen 
Months. 

Now  thefe  Cafes  are  fufficient  to  make  any 
Impartial  Enquirer  after  Truth,  to  think  thefe 
Medicines  not  altogether  fo  Efficacious  as  they 
iare  reported  to  be. 

So  that  the  Publiffiing  of  Nine  only  fuc- 
cefsful  Cafes,  is  not  fully  fufficient  to  convince 
the  World  of  the  general  Efficacy  of  thofe  Me-* 
iicines. 

For,  as  for  the  Tenth  Cafe,  it  had  been 
much  more  to  the  Credit  of  the  Medicines, 
to  have  faid  nothing  of  it  at  all. 
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Some  Experiments  ’which  have  been 
made  on  the  Urine  of  Perfons 
who  took  Mrs.  Stephens^  Medicines , 
Shewing ,  that  oftentimes  they  In- 
creafe  the  Stone ,  injlead  of  Diffolv- 
ing  it. 

Firft  EXPERIMENT. 

A  Hard  Stone  of  a  very  Dark  Colour, 
taken  out  of  a  Human  Body,  weigh¬ 
ing  juft  One  Ounce  and  a  Half,  was 
put  into  the  Urine  of  a  Perfon  who  regularly 
took  Mrs.  Stephens  s  Medicines,  The  Urine  was 
kept  by  the  Help  of  a  Lamp,  in  an  equal  de¬ 
gree  of  Warmth  to  that  Natural  Warmth, 
which  Urine  has  when  in  the  Bladder. 

After  1 5  Days,  the  Stone  appeared  white  all 
over  and  after  it  had  lain  to  dry  for  about 
24  Hours,  it  was  found  by  nicely  Weighing 
it,  to  have  Increafed  in  Weight  exactly  three 
drams,  and  five  Grainse 
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Second  EXPERIMENT. 

.  *  *  »  4 
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THIS  Experiment  was  made  on  a  Grey 
rough  Stone,  taken  alfo  out  of  a  hu¬ 
man  Body,  weighing  juft  five  Drams, 
and  12  Grains,  It  was  put  into  the  Urine  of  a 
Perfon  who  had  alfo  regularly  taken  Mrs. 
Stephens’s  Medicines,  and  let  lie  in  it  three 
Days,  and  four  Nights. 

This  Stone  in  fo  Ihort  a  time  had  acquired 
a  White  Coat,  and  alfo  was  Increafed  22  Grains 
in  Weight. 

Third  EXPERIMENT. 

ON  E  who  had  been  Cut  for  the  Stone, 
and  had  a  Whitifh  Soft  One  taken 
out  of  his  Bladder,  and  afterwards 
being  troubled  again  with  the  Stone  (it  being 
four  Years  fmce  he  had  been  Cut)  took  Mrs. 
Stephens  s  Medicines,  rather  than  be  cut  again. 

He  took  that  Stone  which  had  formerly 
been  taken  out  of  his  Bladder,  and  which 
then  weighed  three  Ounces,  two  Drams,  and 
a  half,  and  put  it  into  fome  of  his  Urine, 
whilft  he  was  under  the  Taking  of  Mrs.  Ste¬ 
phens's  Medicines. 

r  F  2  He 
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He  let  it  lie  there  Three  and  Twenty  Days, 
which  was  as  long  as  the  Gentleman  wa§ 
able  to  continue  taking  thofe  fo  very  Naufe- 
ous  Medicines,  after  the  Experiment  was  began.. 

The  Stone  was  taken  out,  and  laid  to  Dry, 
when  it  was  found  in  weight  to  have  increafed 
three  Drams,  and  52  Grains. 

Now  thefe  Experiments  evidently  prove 
Urine  impregnated  with  any  Medicines  con- 
fifting  of  Lime,  and  Soap,  to  be  fo  far  from 
Diffolving,  or  Diminifhing  Stones  generated  in 
human  Bodies,  that  it  confiderably  Increafes 
them.  And  as  for  Mrs.  Stephens's  Medicines 
being  Inch,  is  plain,  For,  befides  what  has 
been  abovefaid,  if  you  do  but  put  a  little 
Mercury  Sublimate,  and  fome  of  her  Powder 
into  a  little  fair  W ater,  you  will  prefently  fee 
the  Mxture  will  become  Yellow,  which  all 
Chymifts  know  to  be  a  Demonftration  of  it’s 
being  Lime. 

Of  Daffy  s  Elixir.,  Lipping  s  Liquor  he. 

IF  it  was  not  for  the  very  great  Skill  and 
Judgment  that  is  required  in  giving  Medi¬ 
cines  for  the  Stone,  every  one  would’ be 
his  own  Phyfician,  and  fall  in  with  either  Daffys 
Elixir,  Tippings  Liquor,  or  the  Powder  fold 
at  a  Bookfeller’s  in  Fleet-ftreet,  &c. 

But  thefe  are  Medicines  that  are  good  for 
feme  People,  in  lame  Conftitutions,  and  at 
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fome  times,  but  at  all  People,  nor  in  all 
Conftitutions,  Seafons,  or  Times,  Nor  indeed  is 
any  fuch  Medicine  known. 

Daff  s  Elixir  is  good  for  elderly  People,  it 
being  made  of  warm  Pe&oral,  and  Opening 
Ingredients,  fuch  as  Senna,  Rheubarb,  Liquo- 
rifh,  &c.  And  is  a  good  Medicine  to  bring 
away  fmall  Stones  in  fome  Perfons,  in  fome 
Cafes.  ri  /r  •  Cv  <;  . 

Tipping's  Liquor  is  made  of  Saxifrage,  Par¬ 
ley,  Eringo,  Juniper  Berries,  Mace,  Cinnamon 
&c.  Diftill’d,  and  a  Due  quantity  of  white 
wine  added  to  the  Diftilfd  Liquor. 

The  Powder  for  the  Stone,  fold  at  a  Book  - 
feller’s  in  Fleet- ft reet  is  the  fame  that  was  Pre¬ 
scribed  by  Dr.  Greejield  above  50  Years  ago, 
and  is  nothing  elfe  but  Mufcle  Shells  Calcin’d 
in  a  Crucible,  and  beat  to  a  Powder,  and  is 
fold  for  5 a  Paper,  containing  Three  Dofes, 
and  which  does  wonders,  if  we  may  believe 
the  Advertifer  of  it. 

But  fuch  as  thefe,  and  other  Medicines,  will 
do  good  to  fome  (as  Mrs.  Stephens's  Medicines 
alfo  doubtlefs  will)  but  not  to  all;  and  there¬ 
fore  it  is,  that  a  Phyficians  judgment  is  fo> 
Requilite, 
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The  very  Bejl  way  of  taking  Daffy's 
Elixir ,  for  the  Stone>  or  Gravel. 

AS  for  Perfons  who  are  their  own  Dodtor 
by  taking  of  Daffy’s  Elixir  as  above-

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Of  Two  ObjeSiions  commonly  made 
againft  Medicines  taken.  at  the 
Mouth ,  being  able  to  did  oh  e  a 
Stone  in  the  Bladder ,  or  Kidnies. 

Firft  OBJECTION. 

TT  ^  ROM  a  common  Notion  that  nothing 
but  Corrofive,  and  Violently  Sharp  things 
can  DifTolve  a  Stone  in  the  Bladder,  or 
Kidnies,  Perfons  think  that  fuch  a  Violent 
Medicine  which  is  abfoliitely  neceflary  for  he 
Diffolving  fo  hard  a  Body  as  a  Stone,  muft 
moft  certainly  fo  act  upon  thofe  Veftels  which 
contain  it,  and  fo  Fret  and  Corrode  them, 
as  to  make  the  Remedy  full  as  Bad,  if  not 
worfe  than  the  Difeafe. 

But  this  is  eafily  anfw^ered.  For  iiippoimg 
that  Corofive,  and  Sharp  things  will  Liffolve 
a  Stone  out  of  the  Body,  yet  thefe  cannot  be 
the  Medicines  to  effeft  that  Inwardly,  it  not 
being  poflible  for  any  Medicines  to  pafs  even 
the  Firft  Digeftion,  and  remain  ft  ill  in  that 
Nature  of  a  Corrofive,  and  violently  Sharp 
Medicine  : 

Becaufe  by  a  peculiar  F  erment  of  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  Corrofive  and  Sharp  things  are  changed 
into  Mild,  and  Neutral  Ones.  Se- 
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Second  OBJECTION. 


HIS  Objection,  which  prevails  with 

ia  great  many  is,  that  it  feems  impof- 
iible  for  any  Medicine  to  retain,  and 
keep  it  virtues  thro*  fo  many  Various  Turn¬ 
ings,  and  Windings,  which  it  mu  ft  of  neceffi- 
ty  pafs,  before  it  comes  to  the  Bladder,  or 
Reins,  without  being  wholly  deprived  of  its 
Power,  and  Efficacy. 

The  invalidity  of  this  Objection  difcovers 
it  felf  at  ftrft,  by  its  denying  the  Fadts  of  the 
Beft  of  Cures  which  are  daily  made  of  m^ny 
Diftempers. 

For  how  comes  Ulcers  of  the  Kidnies,  and 
Bladder  to  be  Cured,  if  fome  at  leaft  of  the 
Balfamick  Parts  of  the  Medicines  be  not  con¬ 
veyed  to  the  Places  aftedted  ? 

How  comes  a  Gonorrhaea  to  be  Cured,  if 
the  Anti-venereal  Virtues  of  Medicines  taken 
in  at  the  Mouth,  did  not  pafs  all  the  Paffa- 
ges,  and  come  at  leaft  in  fome  degree  to  the 
Seat  of  the  Difeafe  ? 

And  whence  does  it  proceed,  that  an  Una- 
blenefs  in  holding  a  Perfons  Urine,  which  is 
caufed  by  a  Relaxation  of  the  Sphindter 
Mufcle  of  the  Bladder,  is  fo  certainly  Cured, 
as  we  Daily  fee  it  is,  if  the  Specifick  Virtues 

of

of  Medicines  taken  for  it,  did  not  come  to 
the  Part  ?  -  * 

And  How  would  all  Diuretick  Med  icines 
taken  in  at  the  Mouth,  have  an  EfFedl  on  the 
Urine,  if  there  Diuretick  Qualit  ies,  which  con- 
lift  in  a  Stimulating  Force,  did  not  arrive  at 
the  Bladder?  , 

Thefe  Fadts  feem  to  be  full  Anfwers  tb  the 
Objections.

SINCE  this  Treatife  has  been  preparing 
for  the  Prefs,  having  been  informed  of 
fome  more  Perfons  who  having  put  them- 
felves  under  that  Sympathetick  Cure  for  the 
Stone,  which  the  Author  of  the  Book  that  is 
Given  Away  Gratis  propofes,  and  received  fo 
much  benefit  by  it,  that  they  grew  every  Day 
Eafier,  and  Eafier,  that  Method  deferves  fome 
more  Notice  to  be  taken  of  it. 

For  lince  Perfons,  by  Drinking  the  Rhenifh 
Wine  Whey  which  that  Author  propofes  in 
his  Book,  after  their  Urine  was  put  under  Ope¬ 
ration,  find  that  they  Void  thicldfh  Urine,  with 
Grit,  and  other  thick  Foulnefles  in  it,  which 
before  they  never  did,  and  this  with  fuch  un~ 

G  expected 
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expe&ed  Eafe,  it  feems  a  Method  well  worth 
any  ones  Trial  at  lead,  fince  it  is  abfolutely 
impofiible  that  it  fhould  do  any  Perfon  the 
lead  Harm,  but  has  probability  on  its  fide  of 
doing  good,  and  which  will  Cod  them  fo  ve¬ 
ry  little  for  the  Trial. 

That  there  is  fuch  a  thing  as  Sympathy  in 
Nature,  is  a  Subjedt  which  is  too  long  to  Dif- 
pute  here,  it  fhall  be  diffident  to  refer  that  to 
the  Opinion  of  the  Readers,  who  without  doubt 
in  their  Life  times,  have  known  more  or  lefs 
fome  fuch  Effedts.

efpecially  if,  according  to  the  Art  of  Surgery,  a 
Fine  Needle  and  Thread  be  but  made  ufe  of 
to  keep  it  fad  on,  'till  it  is  well  joined  to  the 
Flefh  it  is  applied  to. 

This  therefore  being  a  real  Pofiible  thing* 
there  mud  according  to  all  Philofophy,  be  a 
Natural  Relation ,  or  as  the  hhilofophers  call 
it,  an  EJJe  ad>  between  that  Peece  of  Flefh 
.that  has  been  cut  off  from  any  Living  Sub¬ 
dance 
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fiance,  and  that  Body  and  Subfiance  it  was 
Cut  off  from  ;  Infomuch,  that  notwithfland^ 
ing  its  being  never  fo  much  Ingrafted,  and 
Clofely  Joined  to  any  other  Body,  it  is  always 
True  to  fay  that  fuch  a  Peece  of  Flefh,  is  flill 
and  always  will  be  a  Natural  Part  of  only 
That  Body  it  was  Cut  out  of,  and  of  no  other, 
this  being  a  Propofition  as  the  Philofophers  call 
it,  JEternce  Veritatis. 

For  notwithstanding  its  being  never  fo  firmly 
joined  to  any  other  Body  it  never  can  be  faid 
that  it  is  not  really,  and  Truly  a  Part  of  that 
Body,  only  it  was  cutout  of,  and  of  no  other,  tho’ 
never  fo  many  Miles  feparated  from  it. 

This  being  therefore  thus  eflablifh’d,  as  long 
as  that  Relation ,  and  EJfe  ad  fubfifls  between 
fuch  a  peece  of  Cut  off  Flefh,  and  the  Body 
it  was  Cut  off  from,  fo  long  will  there  be  a 
Secret  Sympathetick  Tendency  towards  each 
other :  Infomuch  that  it  is  not  at  all  to  be 
wonder’d  at,  that,  upon  any  great  accident, 
fuch  as  Death,  that  fhaU  happen  to  that  Body 
the  Peece  of  Flefh  was  Cut  off  from,  a  Change 
fhould  alfo  happen  to  the  Peece  of  Flefh  it  felf 
that  was  cut  off  from  it. 

And  therefore,  it  is  not  at  all  unreafonable, 
that  upon  the  Perfons  Dying  whom  the  peece 
of  Flefh  was  Cut  off  from,  the  Peece  of  Flefh 
it  felf  fhould  be  fo  Sympathetically  affefted, 
as  to  fuffer  alfo  a  confiderable  Change,  as  in 
Taft  the  Gentleman’s  Infitious  Nofe  did,  when 

it 
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lt  fell  off  upon  the  Perfon/s  Dying,  whole 
Natural  Flefh  it  formerly  had  been. 

'Tisneedlefs  to  relate  here  the  whole  Hiftory 
of  the  Fadt,  fince  any  one,  that  will  give  them- 
felves  but  the  Trouble  to  Aik  for  that  Book 
at  Temple  Bar,  may  have  it  Gratis,  ( for  it 
Teems  it  is  Liberally  Given  Away  to  Any  One 
that  will  Aik  for  it)  And  in  that  Given  Away 
Book  the  Paffage  is  related  at  Length,  as  Dr. 
Charleton ,  Phyfician  to  King  Charles  the  Firft, 
has  it  in  his  works,  and  out  of  which  it  is  taken. 

According  then  to  what  has  been  faid,  it  is 
not  be  wondered  at,  that  a  Perfons  Urine, ' 
whilft  under  the  Operation  mentioned  in  the 
Given  Away  Book,  fhould  have  fuch  an  Influ¬ 
ence  upon  the  Contents  of  that  Peifons  Bladder

Since  therefore  this  cannot  fail  of  giving 
fome  hopes  of  relief  to  Perfons  under  the  in- 
expreffible  Torment  of  the  Stone,  it  is  much 
to  be  wiihed,  that  they  would  but  Try  this  fo 
Eafy  a  Method,  Nihil  Tent  are  nocebit .  They 
cannot  poffibly  fuffer  any  .thing  by  it,  but  may 
receive  Eafe  and  Benefit. 
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
